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ELINOR ALEXANDER outlines the 
problems... 


The background for the institute was 
the A.L.A. Policy Statement adopted at 
Milwaukee, June 26, 1942, which set 
forth three problems: how to make our 
maximum contribution to the winning 
of the war; whether we as a nation wish 
to return to pre-war conditions or to 
continue progress toward democratic 
goals; whether and to what extent we 
want our country to participate in the 
organization of the world for peace. 
The purpose was to help librarians and 
trustees identify and analyze the impor- 
tant issues which face the American 
people, and to consider what libraries 
can do to promote reading and thinking 
on these issues. 

The discussion was led by Drummond 
Jones of the O.C.D. with the help of 
subject specialists and a panel composed 
of librarians. The discussion opened 
with the question, “What is war doing 
to the American people?” The attempts 
of the panel and the floor to discuss and 
answer this question led directly into 
the second question, “What problems 
in thinking are surrounding the 
people?” 

The speakers brought out the need 
for considering the American people as 
different groups, economically, racially, 
and as reading and non-reading classes. 
One group is stirred by a consciousness 
that we are on the march—a change is 
coming—but what is it? Another group 
is complacent and will accept whatever 
comes. 

We must be aware of the complacent 
group, as they are a potentially danger- 
ous force. We must watch also the spirit 
of futility and depression, and on the 
other side the spirit of optimism. 

The war affects the citizen beyond the 
outward manifestation of rationing! He 
should know what is behind the pro-

gram, which entails a knowledge of why 
the war came about. Ours is not yet 
the best of all possible worlds. The in- 
dividual must realize his place with 
other people, the community, the state, 
the nation, and the world. He must see 
the world’s problems as they affect him 
individually. Our people may lack un- 
derstanding of these problems because 
of inability to read, and unwillingness 
to read. People have forgotten they are 
the state, and there is need for something 
beyond knowledge—religion—a devo- 
tion to an ideal which the group thinks 
essential for survival. 

The librarian must help the people 
to get the necessary understanding; util- 
izing all possible ways of reaching the 
people; providing them with materials 
which will make them think. The ef- 
forts should be cooperative, using post- 
ers, booklists, radio scripts, discussion 
groups in cooperation with adult educa- 
tion, and the O.C.D. Librarians should 
take the initiative in every community 
for establishing a War Information 
Center, contacting all organizations 
within the community concerned with 
post-war planning. 

This discussion in Chicago set the 
stage for the 21 regional institutes to 
be held, as many local ones following 
as it is possible to conduct. Plans were 
made for the Southern California-Ari- 
zona Region to hold its institute in Los 
Angeles with Drummond Jones as dis- 
cussion leader, and for the Northern 
California-Nevada Region to meet in 
San Francisco. 
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Post-War

MARJORIE SHRAMLING emphasizes the 
librarian’s responsibilities . . . 


Since the maximum contribution of 
libraries to the war and peace is the 
major concern this year of all libraries, 
the discussions centered around the prob- 
lems that face the American people 
today, and how librarians can help to 
solve them. The speakers stressed the 
idea that people are deeply stirred by 
the consciousness that life is changing 
and it will never be possible to go back 
to a doubtful normalcy. They are afraid 
to face issues. They are feeling for the 
first time the impact of total war. They 
are confused and uncertain. The li- 
brarian’s job is to study the causes of 
this confusion, and to do what she can 
to resolve and clarify the issues. 

A blueprint for peace seems abso- 
lutely necessary for a successful prosecu- 
tion of the war. Not only must the 
people know what they are fighting for, 
but they must attempt to construct a 
peace that will not bring a chaos more 
devastating than war. They must be- 
lieve that their boys are being sent to 
the Solomons and to North Africa to 
save our liberty from the fascist menace 
and that their sacrifices will bring about 
a better world; that such a war cannot 
happen again. If American boys fight 
with zeal to match:the enemies’, they 
must have faith in their goals. If the 
people do not plan, they will become 
victims of a great futility. 

It is the duty then of librarians to 
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furnish the materials to the people for 
understanding post-war plans that are 
presented. They must be given impor- 
tant books, pamphlets and government 
publications on international planning 
in health, distribution of food and trade, 
so that the people as a whole will have 
a background of information and under- 
standing of peace plans. 

The American citizen must know that 
the democratic way of life is at stake. 
During the last few years there has been 
a growing irresponsibility on the part 
of the citizen toward his government. 
He is thinking in terms of THE govern- 
ment instead of OUR government. Li- 
brarians can help to counteract this 
tendency. 

To weld the American people to- 
gether is a vital function of the library 
in these days of war. The increasing use 
of airplanes has broadened horizons, and 
increased interest in global geography. 
People want to read about Alaska, the 
Solomons, Australia and North Africa. 
There is a heightened realization of the 
interdependence of countries. Nations 
must work together for the common 
good, for low standards of living in one 
part of the world will affect people liv- 
ing in other sections. The work of the 
OCD has broken down group barriers 
in communities, and libraries must fur- 
ther this work by promoting understand- 
ing of minority groups. These people 
wish to make their contributions toward 
the war effort but many of them feel 
rebufted and believe that the nation does 
not want their help. 

It was stimulating to hear these ideas 
expressed by representative librarians 
from many sections of the United States, 
and to get many viewpoints. A forum 
cannot solve problems; it can only an- 
alyze them, but discussion clarifies the 
issues and gives reassurance of a new 
spirit of unity in the efforts to make 
this world a better place in which to live. 








MARJORIE VAN DEUSEN stresses 
school trends... 


When the National Institute brought 
librarians from all over the nation to 
talk of war and post-war problems, Lois 
Place of Detroit, chairman of the School 
Libraries Section, asked those concerned 
with school libraries to remain another 
day for a special conference. Of the two 
dozen who gathered about the table, 
more than half were school library su- 
pervisors in states or Cities, or were 
teachers in library schools. The three 
from California seemed to be the only 
ones representing a school library asso- 
ciation. Two important members of the 
group were our school library specialists: 
Mildred Batchelder of A.L.A. headquar- 
ters, and Nora Beust from the Office of 
Education in Washington. 


Most of the time was spent in discuss- 
ing with Dr. Helen Butler her study of 
wartime changes in school library ser- 
vices. Library and educational maga- 
zines will undoubtedly contain interest- 
ing articles that are sure to come out 
of her investigations. 


Here are a few of the trends. Com- 
munity populations are growing from 
10 per cent to 500 per cent, shifting 
from one part of a city to another, chang- 
ing in character and standards of living. 
Meanwhile the high school population 
is dropping, due in part to the fall in 
the birth rate that began about 1930, 
and in part to the call of employment 
and service in the armed forces. 

The Victory Corps program is being 
rapidly adopted in schools throughout 
the country. Courses that stress physical 
fitness, mathematics, physics, chemistry, 
Latin America, and war and post-war 
problems are pushing out the language 
arts and the fine arts. An effort is being 
made to have a Communications Unit 
added to the Victory Corps to include 


English and other languages, radio and 
motion pictures. 

The work of the librarian in guidance 
is becoming more important as the con- 
flict grows between immediate employ- 
ment and long range education. Employ- 
ment of school children has reached the 
point where some high school students 
are putting in a full work week and pay- 
ing income taxes! More than ever li- 
brarians need to identify themselves with 
the teaching program, to subordinate 
library routine, and to share their knowl- 
edge of individual children with the 
teachers in the work of guidance. 

Many schools report a drop in circu- 
lation due to lack of study periods, and 
to the return of textbook study. The 
emphasis on the textbook is due in part 
to Army influence. Herein lies a danger, 
but it may be temporary. The library 
acts as a stabilizer. 

Throughout the conference we were 
conscious of the understanding and help 
given to small rural high schools by 
state supervisors and hoped that our 
association might find a way of being 
more helpful to such librarians in Cali- 
fornia. Interest was shown in the North- 
ern Section list, Government in Action, 
and in our Bulletin which we took pride 
in showing. 

The most lasting impression of the 
conference was one of friendliness and 
service. The editor of the Booklist and 
others at A.L.A. headquarters are no 
longer merely names to us. They are 
delightful persons. The Booklist, itself, 
became a new thing. “There,” said Miss 
Vosper, pointing to a shelf, “is the next 
issue.” And there it stood, not a list at 
all, but a row of real books. School li- 
brarians have reason to be thankful for 
the far-sighted and effective leadership 
of the American Library Association and 
for the friendly and able people who 
head the school library endeavors.

The use of non-theatrical films for 
teaching purposes has changed so rap- 
idly during the present war that many 
of us are rubbing our eyes and feeling 
like Rip Van Winkle. A number of 
school and public librarians have kept 
in close touch with recent developments 
in the educational use of films. They 
are assisting individuals and groups to 
use films for training or for background 
education. But most of us will have to 
move fast if we are to keep up with 
them and continue to provide the ma- 
terials’ center for the educational pro- 
gram. 

Long strides in the development and 
use of non-theatrical films have been 
made in army training, in the training 
of war production workers and in the 
production of films to help young people 
and adults gain important understand- 
ings of war and post-war problems. (See 
recent issues of Educational Screen; 
Business Screen; Film News, American 
Film Center, New York; and A.L.A. 
Bulletin. ) 

There are four immediate jobs for 
the school librarian who carries her 
share of responsibility: 

|. To know personally, through read- 
ing, and through previewing non-theat- 
rical films, the pictures available and 
their possible connection with other li- 
brary materials, other permanent media 
of communication. 

2. To aid teachers and students to 
know films to meet their training and 
information needs. This responsibility 
is important in schools where there is 
a separate visual education department, 
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for it helps in correlation of various 
types of material. It is essential in 
schools with no visual education depart- 
ment and may be the first step in the 
development of a new and most signifi- 
cant phase of school library service. 

3. To procure films for groups and 
classes. Locating, renting and schedul- 
ing films may be necessary. This service 
may call for the film library, the lending 
of projection equipment and the train- 
ing of library student assistants to run 
projectors. 

4. To cooperate in the program of 
the U. S. Office of War Information Bu- 
reau of Motion Pictures in making war 
information films accessibie to many 
groups in every community. Here is a 
special wartime job. This cooperation 
will involve working with public li- 
brarians, film distributors and commun- 
ity leaders in promoting the program; 
locating and obtaining films; schedul- 
ing them; finding, scheduling and oper- 
ating projectors; providing related 
pamphlets and books, discussion leaders, 
and meeting places. The essential List 
of U. 8. War Information Films is avail- 
able on request from the O.W.I. Bureau 
of Motion Pictures. 

The present exciting use of films dur- 
ing the war must result in important 
changes in post-war educational meth- 
ods. Non-theatrical films will need to 
be as well-known and readily available 
in schools as books and printed materials 
are now. The situation is a challenge. 
and alert school librarians will respond 
with experiments, adaptations, and lead 
ership in their schools. 
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% Congratulations to Ruth Morrison!

Esther Waldron, who has had teaching 
experience, and has served as publicity 
director in the Huntington Library.

Dorothy Delevan Prettyman, who has 
been appointed librarian of the Garvey 
Junior High School. 


%& We are proud of Marjorie Van Deu- 
sen’s many accomplishments. Here is 
one more to add to her long list. In a 
recently published brochure, she ex- 
plains the meaning of some of the sym- 
bols in the beautiful building of the 
First Congregational Church in Los 
Angeles.

The entire stu- 
dent body and the faculty took part. 
The seven hospital wards at Fort Mac- 
Arthur, the Valley Recreation room, the 
searchlight stations in the Hollywood 
Hills, as well as the hospital ward at 
March Field received appropriate gifts. 
The boys in the shops made presents 
for the men. In the Wood Shop 250 
trays, 103 games, 10 puzzles and seven 
sets of wooden candle holders were 
made. The Print Shop was responsible 
for cutting and finishing cards for game 
sets, cutting blocks for song covers, fold- 
ing and stapling song folders and print- 


ing 1000 bookplates for the hospital 
library. In the Electric Shop all games 


made by the Wood Shop were sprayed; 
pins for the games were cut and finished; 
lamps and radios were repaired. The 
Metal Shop made ash trays and wire 
dog tray favors. 

In planning for the gifts to the hos- 
pital library, Pauline Clause, the school 


librarian, first asked what books the men 
wanted to read. The Librarian at March 
Field sent a list of the books requested 
by the men in the hospital. They were 
timely books on current affairs, mys- 
teries and best sellers, such as Last 
Train from Berlin, Mission to Moscow, 
Murder in the OPM, Assignment in 
Brittany, Best American Short Stories 
of 1942, and other popular titles. Every 
one of the 425 titles requested was 
brought in by the students. All of the 
books were bright and new. A _ book- 
plate showing the school doorway, with 
the words “Presented by the North 
Hollywood Junior High School” was 
designed in the Art department and one 
was pasted in each of the books. Every 
student in the school shared enthu- 
siastically in the activities.

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Constitution 


SCHOOL LIBRARY ASSOCIATION OF CALIFORNIA 
(Adopted October 20, 1935. Revised March 1, 1943) 


ARTICLE | 
NAME: 

The name of this Association shall be 
School Library Association of California. 
ARTICLE II 

OBJECT: 

The object of the Association shall be 
to further the professional interests and 
standards of libraries and librarians in 
educational institutions in California. 


ARTICLE III 
ADMINISTRATION: 
Section |. Administration of the state Asso- 
ciation. 


a. The Association shall consist of two 
sections, a northern and a southern sec- 
tion. The southern section shall consist 
of Mono, Inyo, Tulare, Kern, and all 
counties south. The northern section 
shall consist of Fresno, Kings, Monterey, 
and all counties north. 


b. The officers of the state Association 
shall be a president, a vice-president, a 
secretary, a treasurer, a director and a 
Bulletin editor. These officers shall al- 
ternate annually between the northern 
and southern sections; the president, sec- 
retary, and Bulletin editor coming from 
one; the vice-president and treasurer 
from the other. The director shall be 
the retiring state president, and shall 
assume the duties of state professional 
chairman. These officers, with the addi- 
tion of the section presidents, shall com- 
pose the state executive board. 

c. The state officers shall be elected 
from the membership at large of the 
state Association. It shall be the duty 
of the state executive board to adminis- 
ter all business of state-wide scope. The 
state president shall assume responsibil- 
ity for the annual meeting of the Asso- 


ciation. The state president shall be the 
representative of the Association on the 
California Council of Education. In the 
event of the temporary absence of the 
state president, the president of the pre- 
siding section shall assume the duties of 
that office. Should a permanent vacancy 
oceur among the state officers, the board 
of directors of the section represented 
shall name a successor. 


d. See Article III, Section 2b for nomi- 
nation and election of state officers. 


Section 2. Administration of Sections. 


a. The officers of the section shall con- 
sist of a president, a vice-president, a sec- 
retary, a treasurer, and a director (the 
retiring president of the preceding year ). 
These officers shall constitute the board 
of directors of the section. 


b. The president shall perform the du- 
ties usually pertaining to that office. She 
shall appoint all committee chairmen, 
and shall be an ex-officio member of all 
committees. The president shall appoint 
a nominating committee that shall re- 
port to her the names of nominees for 
offices of the section. The nominating 
committee of the two sections shall nom- 
inate the officers for the state Associa- 
tion. One or more candidates may be 
named for each office. Ballots may be 
cast by mail, at a time to be designated 
by the section president, and prior to the 
annual meeting of the section. 


c. The vice-president shall act in the 
capacity of the president in the absence 
of the president. 

d. The secretary shall perform the du- 
ties usually pertaining to that office. 
Minutes of the section meetings, and of 
meetings held by the advisory council 
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shall be exchanged by the secretaries of 
the sections. 


e. The treasurer shall perform the du- 
ties usually pertaining to that office. 


f. It shall be the duty of the director 
to act in an advisory capacity to the in- 
coming president. She shall also serve 
as parliamentarian and legislative ad- 
viser. 

g. Incase of a vacancy occurring on the 
board of directors of the section, the 
president shall name a successor. 


h. There shall be an advisory council 
for each section composed of the officers 
of the section and heads of all standing 
committees. This council shall meet at 
the call of the president. 


ARTICLE IV 
MEMBERSHIP: 


Section 1. Active, voting membership 
shall be limited to those teachers or li- 
brarians employed in schools in Cali- 
fornia, or those certificated for school 
library work and not employed in any 
other type of library, or those members 
of teacher training institutions who di- 
rect in library work. 


Section 2. Associate membership is 
open to persons who are interested in the 
activities of the Association upon the 
payment of Association dues. 


Section 3. Persons who have rendered 
important service to library interests. or 
to the cause of education in general, may, 
upon the recommendation of the state 
executive board, be elected to honorary 
membership in the Association. The sec- 
tions may, upon recommendation of 
their executive boards, elect honorary 
members to their respective sections. 


ARTICLE V 
MEETINGS: 


Section 1. The annual state meeting 
of the Association shall be held at a time 


vw 


and place to be designated by the state 
president. 


Section 2. General meetings of the sec- 
tions shall be called by the board of di- 
rectors of the sections concerned, the 
time and place of meeting to be desig- 
nated by them. Each section shall hold 
an annual meeting in the spring. 


ARTICLE VI 
DUEs: 


Section 1. The annual dues of the As- 
sociation, covering the school vear. shall 
be one dollar and fifty cents ($1.50), 
payable to the section treasurers. This 
fee shall include subscription to the Bul- 
letin of the Association. 
Section 2. Ten per cent of the dues col- 
lected by each section shall be deposited 
with the state treasurer to be used to de- 
fray the expenses of the annual state 
meeting. All other state-wide expendi- 
tures shall be authorized by the board 
of directors of each section before being 
incurred. 

ARTICLE VII 
LOCAL GROUPS: 


Local groups, composed of members of 
the Association residing in any town or 
city, or in adjacent communities, may 
be formed upon application to.the board 
of directors of the section where they are 
located. Such groups may elect their 
own Officers, and hold meetings at their 
discretion. 

ARTICLE VIII 
COOPERATION WITH OTHER 
ASSOCIATIONS: 


The Association may, by majority vote 
of its membership, cooperate and form 
alliances with other educational and li- 
brary associations whenever such coop- 
eration or alliance shall seem desirable. 
This Association is an affiliated body of 
the California Teachers Association, 
represented on the California Council

ARTICLE IX 
AMENDMENTS: 


Section 1. The constitution of this As- 
sociation may be amended at the annual 
state meeting, upon the favorable vote 
of three-fifths of the active members 
present, provided a copy of all proposed 
amendments shall have been mailed to 
all members at least one month prior to 
this meeting.
